the Realme of Englande, from the whiche hee hath turned a⸗ 
way great calamitie. 
- THEPiinceof Orange hauing gottena great armie, in 
the which were ſayd to be twenty tdouland fotemen, « eyght 
thouſand hoꝛſemen, entred the lowe countrey. Jt whoſe com- 
ming the Cities in diuers places were yelded;unto hym: in 
ſomuch that within a ſhozt time he bad in his power fourt and 
forty Cities:4 the greateſt part of Zeland & Holland. Among 
theſe cities he had Mechline. In p mean time the Duke of Al- 
ba beſeeged Mounts, in the which was Lodowic bꝛother to the 
Pziuce of Orange, with a great number of noble French me. 
Shoꝛtly affer thys — the cruel laughter of the Admiral 
and other noble men and gentlemen , committed at Paris, 
and in other places of the Realime , whiche is at an 
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fozth in the tenth Boke of Commentaries ready franſla- 


ted, and therefoze bereomitted, + 
AFT E Rthbe murder, the king commannded the King of 


Nauar and the Pzince of Conde to tome detoꝛt him. 
being in his pꝛelenct, de layeth vnto them, That alter — 
time of warces, by which his kingdome hath bin greatly dhe 
dammaged, he hath found out at the length vndoubted teme⸗ 
dies to take away cleane all the cauſes: of 
therefoze commaunded the Admirall to be llapne, the wicked 
authoꝛ of miſcheuous troubles,and that the ſame puniſhment 
was pzouided in the Citie foxal ie woe and naughtie perſons, 
inkected with vngodly i. That he remembꝛed What 
great barme he had recepued both of the King of Nauar, and 
alſo of the Pꝛince of Conde, who were the Captaynes and 
ring leaders ot deſperate pertons, and ſeditionſly beldt warre 
_ * againſt him: roreuenge loyreateinturleshthad now cat 
fozgiue s paſt and done koꝛ their ages and conſangu 

— that they were not ſo much to be blamed 
as the Jvmirall and other moſte miſcheuous perſons they; 
comnſaylers, who eyther already had bin puniſhed foz their de⸗ 
ſertes,02 elſe were now vnder the ſame. Theſe thyngs theres 
foze be ſayd he would pardon, vpon condition that they wold 
ever after amend their fozmer faultes with moꝛe faythfull o⸗ 


bedience,and woulde refurne fo the Religion of the Catho- 


lique fayth, that hauing renounced the doffrine of pꝛophane 
luperſtition, whiche dad already cauſed ſo great troubles and 
warres,they woulve wholly imbzace the auncient Religion, 
and refurnefo the lap ot the Church ol Rome. That he would 
ener alter haue but one onely Religion imbzaced in bys 
Realme, and the ſame which he had receyued from bys aun⸗ 
cetozs. Therefoze he willed them to conſider whether they

Tye Ring of Nauar being abaſhed with theſe ſharpe ſpee-

Warre, and hathe 
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his fayth, and the conſanguinttie lately entred with bys ma⸗ 
ieſtit:and that he would do thoſe things whiche might pleaſe 
and content his minde: moſt hartily beſeeching him fo conſl- 
der how great a thing a mans conſcience is, and how hardly 
he could renounce that Religion, whiche he had learned, and 
in the which he had bin trayned vp from a childe. Notwiths 
ſtanding be ſpake theſe things with great ſubmiſſion e feare. 
The Pzince of Conde perttyuing the pzeſent perill, anſwe- 
red the Ring, but not without feare ol mind, that his mateſtie 
bad ſo ſolemnly giuen his faith to bim and to the reſt of the 
Religion, that he could not perſwadehim ſelle, that he would 
bzeake fo faithfull an oath, noz harken to the connſailes of 
bis adverſaries. And as touching d obedience which his maie- 
ſtie required of him, and which he had euer bitherto faythfully 
ſhewed to the ame, he minded neuer to fozſake it during like. 
But as touching the Religion, de had free leaue of p king fo 
exerciſe the lame, and from God the true knowledge therof, to 
whom he knew he ſhuld gine an account foz þ ſame. Adding 
Þ bim ſelfe and all that he bad was in the kings power. Ind 
he willed him to do what ſoener pleaſedhim both with his life 
and alſo with his godes: yet neuertbelefſe be was fully deter⸗ 
- mined neuer to depart from that Religid, which be knew foz 
certain fo be true,though it were to p pꝛeſent perill of bis life. 
Tye King was ſoze offended with this aunſweare of the 
Pzince of Conde:and calling him obſtinatt, ſeditious,and the 
ſonne of a ſeditious perſon, telleth hin that if be do not repent 
— thzee dayes, he ſhould ſuffer death fox his perucrſe

There wert ſpared alſo certayne of the houfhold ſeruantes 
of the king of Nauar which were gentlemf,monſ:Grammors, 
Duraſe and certayne others, which pzomiled that they woulde 
do, whatſoever the king commannded them. Theſe being ne- 
ner tarneſt louers ofthe Religion were pardoned, that they 
might be inſtruments afterward fo withſtand the ſame. 
This garboyle and bloudy ſturre being thus made in the 
Citie and in the Caſtell, there were left ag yet thoſe whyche 
| d. | dwelt 
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dwelt and aboade in the ſuburbes, and ſome ok the nobilitie, 
as M. Chartres, Mongomeri, Briquemauld,Be:louez,Fentene, 
and diuers other noble men. 

Commaundement was giuen by the king to the Pꝛouoll 
of the marchats, to haue a thouſand armed men in a redineſſe 
to intercept thoſe of the religion whiche were in the luburbes 


of Sangerman. And hee had giuen the whole charge of this 


matter vnto M. Marcell ont of the chicfe Wagiltrates of the 
citie. Notwithſfanding the pzepared ſouldiours came not at 


the hour apointed,thzough the negligfce of p ſaid magiltrate. 


The king had appointed M. Mongeron chiefe ouerſter of 
the execution of bis purpoſe. t loking foz bis ſouldiozs,and 
ſceking foz the Duke of Guiſe, to complayne fo him of this 
matter, certaine houres were ſpente. 

In the mtane tyme, ont ok the Religion ſeing the citie all 
on a roare, running vnto the riuer, got in conuenient time 
a boate, and (0 cut ouer the riuer, and certified Mongomerie 


ok the trouble in the citic. This was about fine of the clocke. 


Mongomerie gaue M. Chartres to vnderſtãd hereof:and ſo 
by opening the matter krom one to an other, it was generally 
knowne by and by to all that were in the village oz ſuburbes. 
Notwithſtanding it ſeemed almoſt incredible. The greateſt 
part beleued that the king was not pziuie to ſo great wicked⸗ 
nefſe : ſo farre they were from thinking that it ould be don 
by his commaundement: otherſome beyng as yet perſuaded 
ok the kings god will, thought that the kings owne perſon 
was aſſaulted by the Guyles, foz the hatred that they bare to 
the Religion, whiche be ſeemed to favour; _.. 
Therfoze amidſt this varietie of opinions, they knew not 
themſelucs what wape they were beſt to take. Some thought 
it beſte to got oute of hande to the kyng to the Caſtell ot 
Lowre, leaſt they myght be decepued of the kynges will: o⸗ 
ther come ſayde, that it was needfull and neceſſarie foz them

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keen, had not an other impediment happened. 
The Duke of Guiſe ſeeing that ht toulde not haue a band 


of ſouldiours of the Pariſians, they following the pzaye and

himſelfe with certaint ſouldiours to the ſuburbes of Sanger- 

man, Whyle the ſhot and ſpearemcn of the kings garde gaue 

an aſſault from the riuex, vponthe whiche flode the ſuburbes, 

oueragainſt the caſtell of Lowre. 

: But his purpoſe and deuiſe toke not effeife. Foz when the

uiſe woulde haue gone fozth with his ſouldiours, be was 


nſtrayned to ſtayt, the pozter of the gates having delinered 
the wzong keys, the othet not to be founde.” Befoze therefoze 
the keyes coulde be bzovght , fuche delay was made, that M.. 


Chartres, Mongomerie, and others eſcaped away, and yet not 


without further perill. Foz they ſawe on the other ſyde of the 


ſhoare bandes of ſouldiours appꝛoching to fhippe, and hearde 
cryes.made from the Caſtell, that they fledde : and ſawe alſo 
greate ſtoare of ſhotte diſcharged: at them, bothefrom the 


Caſtell, and alſo from the ſhippes. Alſo it is ſayde, that 


the kyngbym ſelfe, ſide vpon the top of his tower , crying 
and ſwearyng, and diſchargyng ſhotte. Then they whiche 
were in the ſuburbes, leauyng all theyꝛ goves, roade away

About none inthe Churchyarve of Saint Innocent there,

But the —_ 
people ſayd, that God by a manifeſt ſignt didappzout p murs 
ther lately committed : and that nowe both the Catholique 
fayth,and alſo the kingdome of Fraunce had reconered they: 
koꝛmer glozy, and ſhoulde after this triumphantly flouriſhe; 
Therefoze the trumpets ſounded in diuers places of the citie, 
Notwithſtanding it iscertaynr, that the like kind of white- 
thozne oz hauthozne, ſpzang vp about the lame time in other 
places alſo:whether it were long of the temperateneſſe ok the 
leaſon oꝛ no, I knowe not. Many ſeriouſly alluding to the 
names of þ things, affirmed p the white thozne ſpzong vp to 
the commendati6 ot þ Innocents, 4 not to appꝛoue the mur- 
ders, bycauſt it floꝛiſbed in p place which bad to name S. In⸗ 
nocfts, But if ſo we mark this miracle, what other thing doth

file perſuaſions J (ay of this man, he did fall away from the 
truth, and openly renounced the Religion, and went fo the 

Maſſe, and to other rytes of the Romiſhe Church. 
- Thusbythe example of the Pzince of Conde, and the king 
ef Nauar, many whiche were accounted of the Religion, fell 
from the ame. Jud the King of Nauar and the Pyince of 
| Conde, folemnly ſet fozth their defeifion, by the Kings com- 
maundement. Foz when they had renounced the Religion 
at Paris, they ſent letters vnto the Pope, in the which they de⸗ 
clare, that to their great ſozowe and griefe, they haue bene 
dzawne away from the felowſhip of the Church by that falſe 
dockrine, enen from their childhode, the blame whereof they 
layde not vpon their patentes, but vpon thoſe wicked men 
whiche had ſeduced them. Notwlthſtanding, they ſapde it 
was come to paſſe in god time thzough the godneſſe of God, 
that they Huld acknowledge their errour, and ſeriouſly deteſt 
the ſame in mynd. Therfoze they humbly beſeeched the Pope, 
8s afather to fozgiue them their fozmer offences, and to re- 
ceiue them againe into the boſome of the Church, and they 
would ſhewe ener affer all ſuch obedience, as becamereuerent 
| childzen to ſhewe : and that it woulde pleaſe him to tertiſie 
them by bis letters, whereby their conſciences might be aſſu- 
ted okpardon .

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Religion, By the commaundement ok the Qhcene of Na- 


uarre his mother, when he was aliue, the ſlatts of Bearne al- 

ſembled themſelues togither to take oꝛder tõcerning religion, 

and by the free conſent of the ſlates, the Mallt was abꝛogated 
thzoughout all the dominion of Bearne. 

Tbhitjber the king of Nauarre fent Monſ. G tammot w yth 

authozitie to preferre the Edict, by whiche be fozbade all that 


were within his dominion to vſe the refozmed religion: not⸗ 


withſtanding be gaue leaue vnto them of the Religion toſclt 
away thtirlande, and to pꝛouide foꝛ themſeluts in the ſpace of 
one dag then to go whither ſoruer they would. 

THE Pope bearing of theſe murthers, went bimſelf with 


we next day after, he celebꝛated a ſolemne Maſſe, and com⸗ 
muanunded a Jubile. Tyankes were giuen to God foz the de⸗ 
ſtruction of the enimies ok the truth, and ok the Churche in the 
realme of Frannce:foz the viffozie gotten againſt the Turks: 
and alſo pzayer was made foz the kingdome of Polonia, that 
the king migbt pꝛoue ſuche a one as wovlde ſeriouſly defenve 
and maintcine the Catholike religion of Rome. 
Inß Euening there Was a tryumppãt ptale ot Gunnesin 
the Caſtell of Santangell, and the French men which were in 
the Citie made dpuerkt ioykull bankets in many plates ok tbe 
ſame : as though no wt after ſo long tontenttons, a kull con» 
queſt were made, andthe everlaſting peace and reanqiliti of 
th Church of Rome gotten, - 

The French men had alſo a generall pꝛoceſſion aboutt the 
Citir:in the which the Pope waspzeſent with bis whole Col⸗ 
tedgrof Carvinals, and a great number of difhes accoding 
to the cuffome were caryed inthe ſame. J Cardinal alfo ſung 

Malle in the Charche of S. Lodowic, where were a greate 
multitude of people aſſembled togither. 

THERE wert alſo about this time diuerſt things wits 
ten both in French and in Latine, to commend the handling 
of that murthtr. Antonius Muretus made an ozation at Rome

bis whole Colledge of Cardinals, firſt of alt to the Churrh ok 
S. Markt, and gaue verie large thankes vnto God. Then 
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in commendafion of the king, and wten be had done, cauſed 
the ſam to be publiſhed,commending the king foz bis baugh · 
kit and conſtant minde, and alſo foz bis excellent wiſedome, 
Pibrachus (et fozth an Epiſlle, in p which he maketh a very 
lubtile diſcourſe of al this hyſtoꝛie, to make the Admiral guilty 
of treaſon,and the cauſe of the Religious hatefull. Not with⸗ 
ſanding he pꝛetended the lone of religion, the whiche in tyme 
paſt he both knewe and had pofeſſed, and had afterwarde ab- 
There was alſo an other Epillle ſpzedde abzoade pf Peter 
Carpenter of Tholoſe a lawier,who bting a counterłeꝝt pzo- 
feſſo2 of the re cuill ofthe Zdmiral,e of the whol, 
cauſc : The which Epiltle was anſwered by one Franciſcus 
Portus, a godly man, and cxpert in the Greeke tongur.

He was condemned as ons 
guiltie of treaſon : as an enimie to ptact, and a common trou⸗ 
bler of the ſtate : as the authour of a conſpiracit agaynſt the 
king, and againſt the ſtate. His memozie was condemned fo 
eucrlaſting ignominie, And to the ende there might remaine 
ſome monument of thoſe faults, it was decreed that bis bodie 
if it could be found, fhould be dzawnethzough euery llreefe of 
the citie, alter it had ffod in the Market place foure and twen⸗ 
tie hourts, and it the lame could not be kound, then his Jmage 
ſhould be made ſtuft with ſtra w, and ſo be dzawne in ſtead of 
tbe ſame as afozeſapd,and ſo tothe place ol execution called the 
Foꝛkes of Montfalcon. It was alia decreed that his Jrmes,

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named place:Ind that in what places ſotutr they were found» 
they ſhould be bzoken downe by the hangman as a token of 
his tuerlaſting ignominie. Alſo that all his godts that either 
he oꝛ bis aunceters had reteyued by the benefite and liberalitie 
of kings, whether they were moutable oz immoueable,ſhouly 
come vnto the crowne. His childzen were pzonounced vnno⸗ 
ble and baſe, and vnwoꝛthie to haut anye publike office, oz ta 
enioy their goodes, which if they had any within the Realme, 
they were confiſcate to the king, His chiefe houſe Chaſtillon, 
was beaten downe to the ground, that neuer any thing might 
be buylded there againe : The trees of the Dzcharde were cuf 
downe, and the Gardens about tbe ſaydt houſe turned vpſide⸗ 
downe: and it was decreed that a bzaſen pyller Would be e⸗ 
refed where the houſe did ſtande, with this decree of the Se⸗ 
nate in the ſame. | { | 
It was alſo decreed that fhe xxliij, of Tuguſt euery pratt, 
here choulde be a generall pzoceſſion about the Citie, fo gine 
thankes bnto God, and to celebzace the memozie of that day, 
in the which that cruel murder was committed. _ 
AMIDST theſe troubles, many ofthe Religion whiche 
ſought to pꝛouide foz the ſafegard of their conſcience and life, 
fled into fozraine nations. Some info Englande, Germanie, 
Strausburge,and Heidelberge:alfo otherſominto Switzerland, 
to Baſile, aud to the townes of Berne, tu Lauſanna, and to o- 
ther Cities: and the greateſt partt to Geneua. Jiſo Rochel, 
Mountauban, Niſmes, and certaine Cities in the Countrey of 
Viuaretz, and Seuenatz, wert left as places of refuge, as wee 
will declare hereaffer. Bo

So that be 
thonght thele repoztes to be but vaine and falle. 
Monſieur Pradelle at the length bzought to paſle, that in the 
beginning of the moneth of March, bauing gatbered luccours 
fogither,monſicurBaro came with bis Wuldiers krom Priuac 
fo Mirebel. He came in the eucning, notwithſtanding ſo, that 
hee had day light koꝛ certaine houres , and the watchmen and 
fcoutes of mon. Lenger which lay at Mirebel in ſecret watche 
certilled bim out of hande of the comming of monſieur Baro, 
and telling him that he would come the ſame night vnto the 
citie. Monſieur Leuger, tbougb be were oltentymts mocked, 
yet ding by this report he being ſkyzred to loke 
aboute him, conmaunded tbe gates of the citie to be ſhut be- 
tymts: andthoſe which abiured the Religion, as ſuſpeifed fo 
be put apart in diverſe places: to double thr watch: inſomuch 
that the towne being conveniently walled aboute, was reple⸗ 
niſhed witha fkanding watch. de commanded bonfires to 
de made in turty ſtrerte of the Citie,and Crellet ligbt to ſtand 
in euery window, in fuch wile as the whole Citie was bꝛigbt 
— ng. And he himſelfe with certaine choyſe men went 
round 
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tounde about his watche. In this lo diligent watching, they 
of the Religion bad notbing deceyned bis expedation,:and. if 
they had come at the appoynted houre, they coulde not haue 
pꝛeuayled: Foz one a clocke aftermidnigbt was thehoure ap- 
pointed, at the which time, watches are comonly oflefſe fozce. 

Ind why they came not at the ſayde-houre appoynted, this 


was the cauſe monſ. Baro ſhewing the danger of the attempt, 


thought it god not to take the ſame in hande: many valiant 
| ſouldiers agreedherevnto,being moued with authozitie. Not- 
withſtanding,monſ.Pradelle pituailed, tl at the attempt might 
be giuen:and when he had made his pꝛayers vnto God, in the

IN the kings campe. by reaſon of the great multitude of 
ſouldiers in the ſame, and the penurie of the country therabout, 
vittayles were ſo deare, that the ſouldiers pziuily ſtale away: 
and thcyozſmen and noble men, which vpon their own charge 
mainteyned warre,foz that pzouender was ſcarce and harde to 
be gotten , Went home to their houſes, Upon this contempt 
and negligence ok warlyke oꝛder and pꝛouiſion, inſued alſo in 
the campe great ſickneſle, inſomuch that within few dayts, the 
ſickneſſe deſtroyed moze than the lwoꝛde had done. The fozra- 
gers of come were conſtrayned to cary pꝛouiſion from Paris, 
and from the places theraboutes : but, notwithſtanding that 


the king gaue ſtrapt commaundement in this bebalfe, it pz0- 


fifed little. The king allo in this backſliding of the noble men, 


gaue ſtrayte charge to reſtrapne the ſame : but in vaine. Thus 
whiles delapes of this ſiege were made, the kings campe was 
bꝛonght into great exfremitie: and all men thought that the 
Duke of Anjou ſhould baue bene conſtrayned to raiſe and diſ- 
ſolue the ſiege, without bis purpoſe. Whervpon tbe king wꝛote 
vnto his bꝛother, willing him to make ſpeede in aſſaulting the 
towne : and to winne the ſame out of hande, o2 elfe to rayſe 
the lege.

notwithſtanding they enioyed but few houres. Foz the townl 
men luſtily diſcharged theyꝛ greate Gunnes agaynſt them, 
bp hereby they llewe many of the kings ſouldiers: and when 
they of the towne had made a newe ſupply ol men, tbey con⸗ 
ſtrayned their enimics to fozſake their Cazemates: an atf veri · 
ly at the firſt aſſault verie manly and valiant. 
In the meane time, about the ſame houre the kings armie 
gaue an aſſault on the other part at the bulwarke /'Euangile, 
and ſetting vnto the amt a bꝛidge made with pꝛoppes and 
ſhozes, tbey toke ſome part of the ſame : then to this part they 
came running by beapes, dauing two hundzed Cozflettes bea⸗ 
ring ſhields and targets befoze them. At the lame moment alſo 
the great Gunncs went off asthicke as poſſil|le they might a⸗ 
gaynſt thefowne,and the fownſmen ſuſtayned great lolſt and 
dammage. Foz the accounte being made, it is ſayde that there 
bwere heard the ſame day two thouſand x ſiue hundzed blowes 
of =_ Gunnes. The towneſmen valiantly put fozth them 
ſelaes fox their defence agaynſt theyꝛ aſſapling enimies. The 
women couragtoully tbzew alſo vpon them ficrie hopes, pitch 
barrels burning and balics of fire,and ſuchkinde of firewozke, 
by which tbey did greatly anoy them. 

Thus the enimies pzeuapling notbing at all were repulſed. 
Df the towneſmen there Were thzecſcoze llaine, and certaine 
_ chiefe Captaynes alſo and many wounded. Ind of the kings 
ſide(as hath appeared by tbeir own wꝛitings and repozt) there 
wert aboue thee hũdꝛed llaint, and many wounded. Jmong 
the noble men were wounded the Duke of Nwern, the Mar⸗ 
ques of Neme one ofthe Duke of Guiſes bzetbzen, 4 M.d Gaſt, 
of Daulphine, wbich was in great fauoz with y duke of Anjou. 

The day following about cight of the clocke,the kings ar⸗ 
mie gane another aſſault to the towne: notwitbſtanding the 
townelmen repulſed them with like courage as they bad done 
befoze,+ with the ſame ſucceſſe.

Thetowneſmen to tbe end they might haue liberfie to mend 


in the Citie. and repayꝛe theyꝛ walles, made a ſmoke fo thicke and darke, 


that the whole campe was incloſed as it were with a cloude. 
In the meane tyme there were thzowne onte of the Citie in 
plentifull wiſe ſuche fire woſkes as wee named befoze, to the 
greate hozroz and feare of the beſiegers, as they themlelues 

The next day, the kings armie ſtoode in baffaile aray, euen 
as if they would haue giuen an aſſault : notwithſtanding the 
Rochellians beeing readie to rectyue them, they ſtayed from 
they? purpoſe. In the meane tyme there were diſcharged from 
the kings koꝛtilicat ions foureſcozeſhot of great Gunnes. In 
the enening the enimies made a great ſhoute and crie in the 
campe of purpoſe, as it they had bene oppꝛeſſed with ſome eni⸗ 
mie (which we call a falſe Alarme) thereby to entice fozth the 


towneſmen. |

Tt fenth day, about foure of the clocke in the mopning, 
the enimie ſtode arayed in diuerſe pearcing battayles. Which 
was a ſigne ok an intended aſſault, Wbervpon all tbe towneſs 
men pꝛepared foꝛ their defence, women alſo were appoynted to 
their charge, yea childzen were not ydle : Jboute ſixt of the 
clocke, thekings power with great violence aſſayled the bul⸗ 
warke [Euangile. Ind on the other part manie of the enimies 
were diſcouered fo ſcale the gate Moline. | 

At Tadon Countie Luden being with his bande, was alſo 
come to the tower of Moline : notwithſtanding be was ſwne 
repulſed thence by the whotte and fearce ſhotte of the greate 
walls diſcharged by the towne. Ladders were ſet to the

Walles, and the fowneſmen in the meane tyme making no re⸗ 
ſiſtance, they climbe them: but when manpe ok them were

diſcouered themſelues, being pzepared with (peares and long 
poales,and ouertbꝛew their ladders with lo violent an aſſault, 
that tuen with one foꝛte, as it were, they being repulſed, the 
troupes whiche abode at the lower part of the walles were 
made afearde with the great noyſe and crie of thoſe that fell: 
and being put to flight with the great plentie of ſhofte, ranne 
away like madde men, and caſt themſclues headlong into the 
Mariſhes foꝛ feare; 

Then incontinently tbe women went fozth with ſpits and 
thouels, æ ſuch like apt weapons belonging to womens war, 
with the whiche they layde at thoſe whom they founde ouer⸗ 
thzowne,and eaſily flue them, and caryed away the ſpoylt, no 
man reſiſting him. On the other part, the towneſmen no 
leffe valiantly behaued themſelues in fight at the Bulwarke 
IEuangile, inſomuch that the ſhowering Gunſhot neuer miſ⸗ 
ſed the heades of the Catholikes, who were alſo much annoyed 
with firewozkes caſt out of the towne vpon them. Therefoze 
the kings (ide was conſtrayned fo retyꝛt, aboue thꝛet hundzed 
ſouldiers ok his being loſt at that charge. 

The next day after the Catholikes foztefyed with a rampire 
part of the Bulwarke 'Zaangjle, which they bad taken: 
when they had ſet themſclnes in battaile aray making a 
ew as if they would haue giuen anewe charge, they depar⸗ 
ted without any enterpꝛile, peretyuing that the towneſinen 
pꝛepared them ſelues koꝛ their defence. 

They made alſo a mine fo: that bulwark:and made Aram 
pire ouer againſt the ſame to anoy the towneſm?:foz p which 
the towneſmen pzouided in making a coiifermine with a gate 
to the ſame conneniently,belonging foz ſodaine eruptions. 
About ſixe of the clocke inthe euening the Rochellians cried 


Alarme vpon this occaſion : A certaine woman, Wbiche was 
gone downe into a certain Wineleller to dzawe Wine, bearde 
the voyce of a man ſpeaking: By which ſhe thought that the 
enimies had made theyꝛ mynes ſo karre: and therefoze cryed | 
oute. The people at thys crie armed themſelues. But af- 


ter enquirie made of the matter it was founde oute that 
K. 5  certaine 
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certaynt of the towneſmen, by the commaundement of the 
Waioz, were ſearchyng koꝛ the condutte pypes which ſerued the 
towne with water. | | 

The ſame day great ſtoare of come, x great plentie of mu⸗ 
nition foz warte was bzought into the kings campe. 

The day followyng, another parte of the bulwarke E- 
uangile Whiche remayned of the fozmer bzeache, was beaten- 
downe by a violent batterie : by the fall whereof many bothe 
of the Towneſmen and allo of the Catholiques, were flayne, - 
and with them a certayne Captayne whiche bad condutted a 
bande of ſouldiours to that parte to gyue an aſſault. 

The next day there was nothyng done woꝛthy to be ſpo⸗ 
ken of, ſaupng that the towneſinen callyng fire into the ditche 
bꝛente cerfayne ſouldiours and pioners. The ſame day the 
towneſmen bake fozth at the Caſemates belongyng to the 
bulwarke l'Euangile, and ſlew many of the kyngs ſouldiers, 
and bzought tbeyꝛ armour into the Citie. On the other parte 
the great gunnes went off from the towne ag aynſt the kings 
foztes, whereby many of the Catholiques were layne. 

The nientene day ſhyppes were diſcryed in the ſca appoin⸗ 
poynted and p2epared foz warte: the whiche roade at anker 
within a mple of Rochel hauen called Chef- de bois. By and 
bp the Kyngs nauie was pzepared : and out of the kyngs ar⸗ 
mie bandes of ſoldicrs were appoynted to defende the coaſte : 
and others to furniſhe the ſhyppes : and ſtrayte way a nota- 
ble peale of thunderyng ſhotte was rung betweene them. 

This nyghte at the commaundement of the Rochellians, 
a Captayne went fozth with one ii ippe. and notwithſtan⸗ 
dyng that the enemie reſiſted, he came in ſafety vnto the Pa- 
vie of Mongomerie , of whome they reccyued a ſigne that 
ayde was come to them of Rochel. Notwithſtandyng 
thoſe ſhyppes were diuided in the moznyng . So the Cathoe - 
liques returned info the campe: Jboute the cuenyng there

Whereas te townimen wente about with great m_ 
to 
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to repayze the bzcacte and ruyne of the bulwarkt! Euangile, 
the Catholiquts ſought to beate it downe with bot. Two 
ok the kings armie fled to the gate d Molines to the townſmen 
notwitbſtandyng the ſhowers of ſhot which were diſcharged 
after them. 6 
The townelmen m ade a countermine, agaynſt that myne 
whiche the catholiqnes had made foꝛ the bulwarke ! EKuangile. 
To this they let fire, but bycauſe there was not ſufficient ſtoze 
of gunpowder in the ſame,theyz labour was loft. 

The nexte day anewe charge was gyuen, The ſame dap 
there came vnto Cogne, Monſieur Oars, and Rolli, to ſpeake 
with the Maioz in the Duke of Anjou his name. The cauſe 
of this parley was, that wayes inyghte be taken foz peace. 
To the kyngs Ambaſladaurs came the Waioz, Nortius the 
Paſtoz of the Churche, and Monſieur Eflarz, and diners o⸗ 
thers : and when they had ſpente tertayne howers in commu⸗ 
nication togyther,they returned into the Citie. About eight 
of the clocke the Catholiques blewe vp the mine whiche they 
had made at the bulwarke !'Euangile. The earth fallyng o⸗ 
nerthwartly ſlewe many of the Cathotiques,and fif:ene of the 
townſmen. 10 this tumulte all the whole citie was armed: but 
not one of the Catholiques appeared. 

The day followyng a freſbe aſſaulfe was giuen, that the 
pioners whiche made amine,bythenoyſe ofthe gunnes might 
not be perceyued of the townſmen. _ 

The nexte daye the ſame Jmbaſſadours came agayne as 
boute the treatie of peace : when as notwithſtandyng they: 
kellowes perſiſted no lefſe vehement than they did befoze in gi- 
uing the affaulte. 
In the dead time of the nighte of the ſame day, a piercyng 
battaylt of the Catholiques, beyng conducted by ſkilfall and 
valiant captaines wanne the ditche : notwithſtandyng they 
were c6ſlrayned to retire with great loſſe of their men. Then 
began the great gunnes to thunder. 

The twentieth day, there was a ſoze charge gyuen agaynſt 
the bulwarke 'Evangile by the Catholiques: Ind tuen 4

chellians ſendt their requeſtes concerning the peace fo the duke 
bk Anjou. 


from the Duke of Anjou to the Rochellians concerning 


uing from thence the Catholiques, and placyng watche and 
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the middeſt of the fight, fyze was put into the mpne,the which 
the Towneſmen fozeſecing, auoydtd the daunger thereof,and 
deguyled the enemie. They fought foz the ſpace of fine houres 


without ſtape oz retraite. Fifteene of the Towneſmen onely 


were llayne, and thirtie hurte : but verye many Catholiques 


= were loſte, who ſuſteyned great dammage by the fownelmen 


at the dzawe bꝛidge, out of the Caſemates. 

The laſt day the to wnlmen made an inroade to the forts of 
the Catholiques,and ſlew many of them: and then with loſle 
of ſome of their men, returned into the citit agayne. The Ro- 


The firſte daye of May, the fowneſmen ſet vp vppon the 
walles green boughes, in token of iop,and ſang Pſalmes vn⸗ 


to God, playing with coꝛnets and trumpets, & ioyning ther⸗ 
to the noyſe of Gunnes. In the nyght they burnt vp the grea- 
teſt parte of the dzawebzidge. + 

The next day Monſieur Oars bꝛought the kings anſweere 
theyz 


demaunds. In the nigbte followyng, the townlmen bzake 
out of their countermine into tht Catholikes myne, and — 


Warde there. they ouerthzew the ſame. 


The two nexte dayes were ſpente with two foztunafe t⸗ 


ruptions, with faking conſultation concerning the kings 
anſwere : Euery towneſinan without exception, had leaue fo 
come to this conſultation :and the aye and place of meeting 


was appoynted. 
The fourth day of this moneth, the Paule ſpoken of be⸗ 


koꝛe, was mote playnely to be ſeene, at the ſyght whereof, the 
Catholiques withoute delaye armed them leluts. Foꝛ it was 


Countie Mongomerie with fiffic ſaple greate and ſmall. Ind 
thus it fared with Mongomerie. Mongomerie comming in⸗ 
to Englande,laboured by all meanes to obtayne apde at the 
bandes of Elizabeth the Quernes maleſtie of England. The 


whiche hir Malellie denped,bycauſe of — 
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had made with the king. Therkoꝛe Mongomerie fekt an o⸗ 
ther way, getting into bis handes partly by loane, and partly 
by gift, ok Engliſh, Frenchemen, and the lowe count reymen 
of Flaunders foztie thouſande krankes: and got leaue of the 


Queenes maieſtie to furniſhe a nauie ſo well as be coulde. 


Thus after long trauaple he furniſhed liltit h ippts. But oc- 
caſion fell out, whiche delayed koꝛ a tyme that expedition and 
pzeparation: The Earle of Woꝛceſter a noble man of Eng 
lande went into Fraunce in the Mueenes name, to baptize 


the newe bozne daughter of the French king, and to be one of 


the ſurcties oꝛ witneſſes fox p ſayd child in hir bighuts name. 
In this paſſage certayn Frenchmen and Flemings let vppon 
him, taking from him one of his ſhippes,and: killing certaine 
of bis men. Hir highneſle taking diſpleaſure bereat, comman- 
ded the matter fo be enquired after: foꝛ the which inquiſition 


ſhe ſent the Lozde Jdmirall, who letting vpon all the ſhippes 


of the Frenchmen and Flemings, toke x caried away whatſo- 
ener came to his hãds. So that twentie of Mongomeries ſijips 
were loſte. So he came to the coaſt of Rochell with twentie 
ſhips of his nauie diminiſhed. When he lawe the kings nauie 
pꝛepared, and newe fhips allo to be furniſhed with other lol⸗ 
diours, he durſt not pꝛocede in this enterpziſe : wherfoze with⸗ 
out aſſapling his enimies, he direed his courfe an other way, 


and vnloked koꝛ at Bell Iſle, and there landed, and tek both the 
Alle and the caſtel. The Rochellians perceiuing that Mongo- 


merie Was departed,and therfozebeing without hope of ayve, | 
foztifyed the hauen all that they coulde wyth newe garriſons. 
Notwithſtading befoze Mongomeries departure, they ſet out 
one vnto him ina kyffe, wylling him not to put himſelfe in 
peryll foꝛ thep2 ſakes: foz they truſted pet in the godneſſe of 
G O P, and were of that mynd, that they would rather ſuf- 
ker any maner of extremitie,than to pelde themſelnes into the 
handes of ſuche men as were full ok all treaſon, falſhod, and 


ptriurie. Alter the which mellage Mongomerie ſent a ſhip vn⸗ 


to the Citie with gonpouder and vickuall, which came fafely 


into Rochell, notwithſtanding the _ foce. And after oy

_ that were flaine,Monſicur Coſsine captaint of the kings 
oneofthole whiche ſiew the Admital, was one. 

22 INE Catboliques got vp vnloked foz vpon the 
bulwarkeTEuans neile,and toe the watch of the ſame,the war⸗ 
ders being a lerpe, bme of the which they flew. Whervpon if 
the townlmen had not ſuccozedthem in time, and reſiſted the 
otber, oꝛ if a greater number of the * bene pꝛr· 
ent, the citit had bene in great daunger | 

The next daye the fownſmen gane a 1 wozthy charge vpon : 
the Catholiques of whom they flew many. There bzake out of 
the citie fine hundzed at Cogne gate, and charged the enemie 
being intrenched and luſpedting no luch thing. by reaſon wher⸗ 
of they ſlewe many of them, and put the reſl to flight, 4 choked 
thꝛee of their great gunnes by dꝛiuyng into them-croſſe barres 
of iron. Is they were thus occupicd, there came ſuccours from 
the kings campe: and then began a ſoze ſkirmiſh, Notwith= 
ſtanding the townſmen bzought with them into the citie right 
of tbe catholikes Enſignes,x great plt᷑ty of armour & apparel? 

There were ſlaynt in this ſkyꝛmiſh two hũdꝛe d catbolikes, 

oꝛ thereabouts, ⁊ætwentie only ot the townſmen were wãting. 
Thetownfinen with great trifiphe ſet vp on their walles thoſe 
Enlignes wich they had taken from their enemies. 

The Gre and twentie day of this moncth the Catholiques 
began a newe batterie, afterthe whiche they giue afreſhe al⸗ 
Gulfetothefowne, W of all the reſtethat

happened in this liege. The commyng of the Swirzers was. 
the cauſe of this allaulte: who craued leaue of the Duke o f 
Anjouthat they might gyue an aſſaulie fo the citie, thereby to 
declare theyꝛ loue towarde the king. 

Therfoze al theyꝛ bandes ſet themſelues in battaile aray bes 
twene the well x le Rouze;about ſeuf ofthe clocke. The Which 
they of Cogne percepuing, diſcharged flue great perces,the ſhot 
whrrof fel among the thickeſt of them, to theyꝛ great damage. 
Therekoꝛe they ſbykted their ſtandyng. Allo otber bandes of 
the Catholiques were let in battaylt aray in diucrs places, cut 
as if they would giveanafſanlt. In the meane tyme the great 
gunnes went off tuſtely on-cyther part. But the greafeſt hope 
ok the Catholiques reſted in their mines, which were made in 
thzee ſeueral-places. The firlt myne haning fire giuen vnto it, 
did ſmall hurte, makyng a bzeach no bigger than koꝛ two men 
to enter at: whiche bꝛrache the townſmen ſloptt with greate 
diligence. Straite after the ſecond was blowen vp with great 
fozce : aud the thyꝛde made a greate noyſe ouetthꝛowyng a 
great parte of the wall: notwithſtanding ſo that the rubbell e 
matter of the wall fell into the towne : by the conuenient fal- 
ling wherof the paſſage into the Citie was ſtopte agaynſt the 
Catholiques. The Duke of Anjou was pꝛeſent himſelt, that by 
his pꝛeſence ge might encourage the louldicrs. And the firſie 
onſet was gia by Monſ.d'Galte:but the tuwnimẽ (o receyued 
bim, that he was conſtrayned fo retire with greatlolle of bys 
menu.

The Catholikes armed themſclues:and they ſtreight way re- 
ty2e into the Citit: the townefmen in nnn. calling 
the Switzers to battaile in dirilon.

Foꝛ beſides tha , they-founde them ſelues with them, deeſ- 
ling them after all fafhyons that they coulde deniſe, ifany of 
them had hearbes to ſell, (and ſpecially myngling them with 
alittle Bzan)they made bzeade of them. Ik any man had of 
itfoſell, be bad what he would aſke foz it, and there was not 
a leafe of Colwoztes givenfoz leſſe than a Liart tour De- 
niers, Other hearbes were folde after the ſame rate, and the 
poꝛe people eate greedily, ot al ſozts of rotes and wild weeds, 
ta and euen of Hemlock totes, thꝛough the eating whereof, 
aboue a hundꝛed perſons became ſwolne, and were poyſoned 
and dyed. Ind yet notwithſtanding, ik a man that ſawe them 
gathering of them, and plucking them vp, bad ſhewed tbẽ the 
danger wherinthey did caſt hernfelues, he had ſpoken to draf 
Auen ame, rourtne, lay) thetinthe ve: ths 
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Sanſerre, that moꝛe than thzee parts of the people had no bꝛead 
at all to cate Such as had oꝛ could come by any Linſee de, oꝛ 
Hayleede, oz by the Hay it ſelt, oꝛ other ſetdes that were neuer 
tarſt thougbt vp6 to be eaten, did grinde them and poune the, 
in a moꝛter, and made bꝛtade of thẽ, accoꝛding allo as they did 
of all other ſoꝛts of hearbes, yea +euen of the ſtraw of wheate 
 bzayed,pilled, ſteeped, and finely ed. Alſo NutHels were 
ſtamped in mozters of pꝛon, and being beateninto pouder, ſer⸗ 
ued foꝛ Meale to make paſte x bꝛeade of. Mozeouer, men did 
alſo bꝛay Slats,+ made bzead ofthe ſtieped in water, ſalt and 
vinegar, The old refuſe of talow, candles, and ſineery greace, 
and olde fat x kitchin{Iuffe, ſerued to make bꝛeweſſe x fritters. 
The. viij. day ol July they began to fall-to the refivewe of 
the Qozſes that were left, whiche were (one killed and caten, 
and they were ſold (by repozt) at theyz weight of Golde : in 
ſomuch that the laſt weeke of tie ſayd | 
fleſhe was ſolde fox twenty and two and twenty lot 
hcads of them at. vij. pound;tenne Sowſesaprece, the ferteat 
ſixe pound, which is. rxx.Sowſesa Fut, a pounde of the Li- 
uer af.xrviij.ſowſcs, a Liuer was found to wey wel neere 
ten pound, Which-amounted fo.riiij.poundthe whole Liner. 
The hart of a hozſe was ſold at. xxviij.ſow ies the pounde, and 
there were of them that weyed moꝛe than ſeuen pound, ſo as 
the whole hart came almoſt to ten pounds Thc Skinne was 
ſolde fo2ineate at.viij.pound and. x. pound, and the inwards. 
at. rv. ſowſes the pound: whereof many folkes made Sawiſa- 
ges, whiche were founde fo be better than the Sawſages that 
— Hogs fleſh. And a pound of the-Greace was ſolde 
at thirty ſowſes. Howbeitpee ſhall heare yet amoze owgiy 
thing: which is, that the bloud of a Hozfe made in — 
(wherein was a fifth 02 ũixth parte of herbes) weying foztie 
pound, were ſold koz. rij. ſowſes the pound, whiche amoun⸗ 
teth to. xxviij. pound Turnoys, Ind therefoze I cannot but ſap 
that the vnſatiable couetouſneſſe of ſuch as ſolde them ſo deere 
to the poze ſoulesthat were to much pinched otherwiſe alrea- 
dy,thall not (cape vnpunithed, Foz (ahath benetalpethem 
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offentimes by Gods word) the end of ſuch blwdluckers is al⸗ 


wayes to burſt when they be once full. It ſermeth that there 
could not any thing be added to ſet out the miſerable ſtate ot᷑ a 
towne beſerged, and ſo narrowly beſet and bemmed in on all 
ſides with ſtrong Bulwarkes, and trenches, as it was very 
hat de and in manner impoſſible to goe out of if oz into it, and 
much moꝛe to bꝛing oz conuey any vittels into it. 

Fo alas, the ſame thing fell out in Sanſerre, Whiche is re⸗ 
poꝛted bythe Pꝛopbet Jeremy in the fourth Chapter aud fifth 
verſe of hys Lamentations, to haue happened in the ſerge ol 
Jcruſalem, where luche as bad bene wont to ferde of fine 
and dayntie meates, periſhed foꝛ bungre in the ſtreetes, and 
yet were kayne tocate the dung of men, and other beaftcs. Fox 
Jam able to ſape that the excrements, dung and offals were 
gathered vp and taten, and men were ſeene to fylltheyz diſhes 
with dung and to feede ol it, and they layde they kounde it as 
good as Bꝛead, and moꝛeouer they gathered vp all kynde ol 
fylth and vncleanneſſe in the ſtreetes, ſcraping abzoade the 
dunghils to.ſeeke foz olde bones, olde hoznes and other things 

icredible-to ſuch as ſaw it not. and which had bin able to haut 
nailoned mt not onely in eating them, but allo euen with the 
Tk 0 8 

But O etcrnal God, behold yet further the kulneſſe of gods 
iudgemtt, foz as be pꝛoteſteth in the. rrvj. of Leuiticus and in 
the. xxviij. of Deuter. that if they diſobeyedhis wozde and cõ⸗ 
maundementes, he woulde bꝛing them fo ſuche an afterdeale, 
that when they were beſecged the mothers ſhoulde tate they? 
owne Childzen : the poze people of Sanſerre hauing not yet 
thꝛoughly pꝛolited by the knowledge that God ſent them, noꝛ 
fared p better by bis ſcourges and challiſem#ts,fel to p comit= 
ting of an ougly barbarous' vnkindly crime thin their wals. 
+ Foz the. xxj-of July it was diſconered 4 complayned of,p 
a Uinekeeper named Potard,q Eugenie his wife, and an olde 
woman that dwelt with them named Philip Ienillie ofber= 
wile called Lumeroy had tatt᷑ 5 head, bꝛaines, Liners intrails 
of a gong daughter of theirs about the age of thzce oe 


D.ij, 
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which had dyed of hunger koꝛ want ok fove , Which happened 
not without the great aſtoniſh nent and ferrour of al (ach as 
heard of it. Ind ſurely whe Jy ſelf,going to p place of their 
aboade, bad ſeene the bones and ſkull of the heade of the ſapde 
dead childe dꝛeſſed and gnawed, and the eares of it eaten, to⸗ 
gether alſo with the tong of a finger tbickneſle, lodden and 
ready ts be taten, at the verie time wien they wert appꝛe⸗ 
hended:and the twothighes,legs and frete, in a kettle with vi⸗ 
neger, ſpices, and lalt, rrady to be ſet vpon the fire to boyle:and- 
the two ſhoulders armes, and handes, cleauing together, but 
yet clyued and opened in the bulke of the bꝛeſt, ready likewiſe 
to be taten: was fo abaſhed and diſmayed at if, that all my 
body quaked. Foz although J had dwelled ten monthes toge⸗ 
ther among the beaſtly Americanes, in the lande ok Brazilic, 
where J lawe them oftentimes tate mans fleſhe,' koꝛ they did 
tate the pꝛiſoners whom they toke in the warres: et did it ne⸗ 
uer trouble my mynd ſomuch to ſee them do lo. as it vexed me 
to behold the — rufull ſight, the like wherof(J belceue) wa 
neuer earſt ſeene in our realme of Fraunce. | 
| The father, the mother, and the olde — 
and put in pꝛiſon, conkeſled the fa# without denyall. The mo⸗ 
ther laid it was greatly to hir gricke, that hir childe was ſo et 
in peects, and that where as ſhe had put vp the body in a win⸗ 
dingſheett, and left it vpon a beere, while ſhe went into the 
towne about a certaint buſineſſe, minding to haue buried it

ourrbraffly crueltie was committed ratber ok wantonnelle 
than by extremitie of famine, and that the ſeltſame dayt afoze 
the ſayd Votard and his wift and the olde woman had gien 
them in almes a meſſe ok herdpottage and a quititie of wine, 
koꝛ there was as then no talke of bead: To the intent to cut olt᷑ 
the pzatfiſing of ſuche horrible deedes within the Towne, the 
layd Potard the father was condemned to be burnt-quicke, and 
his wife to be hanged, beeyng fyꝛſt dꝛawen vppon a Hardle to 
the place of execution togither with the body ofthe olde wo⸗ 
man which was yet vnburied. Upon the mans words in that 
he tolde his wife that the olde woman had perſwaded hym to 
tate of his owne child, it came to my remembzancebow'J had 
marked that the old women of the wild Americanes afozeſaid, 
art moꝛe deſirons, greedy and longing to cate of mans llecht, 
than the men, oꝛ the pong women, oz the Childꝛen are. 

Foz when they ſee any Pꝛiloner taken, they neuer leaue till 
tbey haut cauſed him to be llapnt with ſuch ſolemnttie as they 
obſerue there, whiche J baue delcribed in the diſcourſe that J 
baue made concerning that Uoiage. Wann 
vpon a Bouean astheytearrne it, that is to ſky! vpon a Gridi- 
ron ot a thꝛee foote high, they thzong about ir o liebe vp the fat 
that dzoppeth downe the ſtaues ok the Gridiron Axing in 
their tung Vgaton, that is to ſay, god, god. 
And J beleeue that the old folkes deſirouſneſſe to eate mans 
fleſh after that ſozt, is for that they woutdeby that meanes be⸗ 
come pong againe. But J will leaue the diſcourſing of that 
matter to Phiſitions,and declare vnto you foz a concluſion of 
this rufull that about the. xxv. ot June, one beyng ſoze 
pinched with the rage of hunger, aſked of me whether that in 
that extreme neceſſitie it were tuil oꝛ offenſiueto God, to eate 
of a dead mans buttocke that he liked well ofoz no. Whyche 
demaunde ſeemed ſo odioule vnto me, that leaning him in the 
dout and remozſe of his owne conſcience, J tolde him that the 
Wolues and wild beaſtes did not rate one another. 

In the moneth of June, by reaſonof the greate dearth and 
ſeareitie of victalles, many 9 thzuſt — |

Towne, which thing was done many times after. Theſe be⸗ 
ing not ſuffered to paſſe the trenches and ſtandings ok they} 
— beſeeged them, noꝛ to returne into the Towne 
agayne: were fayue to eate the buddes of Wines and Yulbery 
trees,qray Snayles and redde Snaples.and weedes : andaf- 
ter long pining, the moſt part ol them died befweene the ſayd 
trenches and the towne ditches. Howbeit among other piti- 
full things,one is, that a Uinekeeper and bis wife were found 
deadt in their Uineyard, and two pong Childzen of 


theirs lay crying and wayling by them, whereof the yonger 


waz not paſt a ſixe weekesolde, whiche were ſoughte out and 
ſent fo2 by a noble Lady of the Towne, who did put them out 
to nurſe, oꝛ elſe they had dyed out of hand. And as there dyed 
many in the Uineyardsby the counterſcart, and in the town⸗ 
diches : ſo there died many moe in the houfcs; and they tum⸗ 
bled downe thickt in the ſtreetes, in uche dar bm emen 
there were buried xx oꝛ. xxx. in a day. 

- But ſpecially the: Chilozen that were onder twelue yeeres 
olde dyedalmoſt tuery chone. J beleeue that che natural ap- 
petite and heate that is in youth, wherthpovghſbey — — 


deſirous to feede, bycauſe their ſtomacks 


able to digeſt than elder folkes; and toerrwitbal — 
patience and diſcretiõ, haſted the death of the ſayd lilly childꝛt̃. 
which lay dꝛawing of their bzeath, euen fil their bones peered 
out of their Skinnes, « made wofull mone, crying out w la⸗

That mans bart muſt baue bin harder than the ſtony rockt, 
his eares deafer than the Jdamant, which wh uld not haue bin 
moued at the hearing of ſuch things. Tyere was a boy of ten 
yreres olde, who lying in the pangs and extremitit of deathe, 
whe he heard x law his father and mother lamentingby-bym x 
handling his armes + legs which were as dꝛie as a ſticke, ſaydt 
vnto them: Why weep ye thus to ſee me dye foꝛ hũger? J aſke 
no Bꝛead of you, foꝛ Jknowe ye haut it not. But ſith it is

Mtuer was there any thing heard of mide pitifult and las 
mentable. But the greateſt greefe p nipped luch as heard x law 
theſe things, was d they had not foz the moſt part wher with to 
reme die it, but wer fain to behold p loꝛe x yet had not any me⸗ 
dicin oꝛ — to lay vnto it. Meuertheleſſe, euen in the midſt 
of this great diſtreſle x calamitie, ye ſhuld haue ſeene wonder⸗ 
ful c6 in ſomuch that they cried out vnto God ſtill, ſay- 
ing: Alas Lom delyuer vsfrs the ſcourges + rods wherewith 
thou doe ſt iuſtly brate and chaſtil vs fox our ſinnes fake. Haue 
. pitie vp6 thy poze people, in the midſt of thy wzath remem⸗ 
ber thy mercy. Oz if it be thy pleaſare that we ſhall vyeafter 
this ſozt,graunt vs thy grace ta truſt in thee ent to þ1aſt gaſp.

a peece, wert now ſolde fox thzeeſcoze;foureſcoze,yea and a hũ⸗ 


d2ed crownes a perce, and ſome at a hfidzed and fifty crownes. 
Laſt of all there was kylled a Gate, whiche was ſalde at tenne 
pound Turnois the-quarter, which amounted in al to fyut and 
fiftie pound, as tbt woman that cauſed it ta be killed conteſled. 


Herewithall the blond alſo was lolde at ſirteene 02 leuenteene 
Crownes, 


Alſo lire Kine, and allthe telt of the Gotesthat had bin tõ⸗ 
tinually ceſerued to baue milk to ktede bilden with, wert 
I beleeve there was not left paſt one Cow 
alyue within the whole Townt. A pound of theſapd Come 
Beeke was holde toz thirtrene andfourterne Sowſes, and kor 
twentie Sowſes. 

The eyghteenth day of Juguft, a pound of the Tripes was

Auguſt, foz aſmache as there were certapne ferldes ol Come

the ſaydt Come. But teme ot them eſcaped, b 
dilcoubred 
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diſconered them immediately, and ſome diſpafched them with 
Hargubulſle ſhot, fo as they wet no moze out of the field. The 
little that was bzought home was ſold exceedingly deere:in- 
lomuch that alittle ſheafe wherin there was not paſt an hand⸗ 
full of Cozne, was ſold fo. xij.oꝛ.xv.ſowſes, and it was ſeent 
that fine ſowſes were refuſed fox fiftie tarts of cone, and hap⸗ 
py was he that coulde come by it fox any pꝛice, how great ſoe⸗ 
uer it were; 
Foz we pꝛackiſed that which is laydt in Job, namely that a 
man wil giue ſkin fo2 kin, and all that he bath koꝛ his life. 
The ſeaſon of ſowze grapes whereof many kolkes lyued, 
came now in very god time. Some did cate them rawe, ſome 
baked in an Duen, ſome boyled in water, and otherſome fryed 
and ſawced with Muſtard and ſpices. . + : 
The rips Bullaces and other wylde frutes that coulde bee 
gathered among the Uines and Buches about the Towne, 
were narrowly ſought foz and ſolde at the pleaſure of ſuche 
as bzought them, Alſo the Thiſtles ſerued vs in ſterde of Oꝛ⸗ 
_ tichoks, and Nettles in ſtede of Spinage. To conclude this 
ſmall diſcourſe, in lefſe than thzce moneths during the ſiege 
of Sanſerre , there was eaten mor than two hundꝛed Hozles, 
Mares, Colts, Iſſes , Mules and other beaſts of burthey, ſs 
that ok all the number that were in the Towne affer the beſee- 
ging ok it, there was but one left alyue, in ſfede whereof 
there was flaynean Alle that was caught among the Uine- 
yardes. 
It the beginning of Auguſt the dearth and famine had kil⸗ 
led moze than foure tymesas many in Sanſerre in ſire weeks 
as the lwoꝛde had done in ſeuen moneths and a halfe, duryng 
which time the ſerge laſted. Foz in the Muſter boke kepte of 
all the Souldiers and other people that were llapne from 
the begynning ok the ſeege to the twentie of Auguſt, as well 
with ſhot of Canon and Hargubuſle as other wilt, wer found 
but koureſcoꝛe and tenne: and J am' ſure that the number of 
ſuch as died foz hunger in the Towne and of ſuche/ as were a⸗ 
* moꝛe than foure 


hundzed 
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the intent that the ſeege and kamin ok Sanſerre may ſerue 


hundzed perſons. 

Who would not quake now at the 3 of ſuch iudges 
ments which God executed vpon the towne of Sanſerre? Foz 
they that were beſeeged felt by experience how true the ſaying 
of the Pꝛophet is, that ſuch as ſcape the Swozd ſhall be ouer- 
taken with hunger, and that the hande ok G O D (as the 


- Pſalmewziter (ayth ) ſtretcheth out whether ſocuer he liſteth. 


Nenertheleſſe let not ſuche as reade thys Boke thynke that 
they which were beſeeged in Sanſerre, were the wickeddeſt 
and moſt abhominable ſinners in the woꝛlde Foz although 
they acknowledge theyꝛ ſynnes befoze God, and haue ſufficient 
warning to walke better in hys feare heereaffer:yet is it not to 
be concluded, that ſuche as are chaſſiſcy moſt roughly are 
therefoze moſte wicked. Foz as it is ſayde in the Scrip- 


ture, the Chylde whome the father loueth hall not be exemps 


ted from the Rod. 

And as our Lowe Jeſus Chziſte ſapde to the Jewes of hys 
tyme. Thoſe vpon whome the Tower in Silo fell, and thoſe 
_ whoſe bloud Pilate mingled with they: Sacrifice, were 
no greater ſinners than other men. But if they that haue 
knowledge of theſe things amend not they? lyfe, they ſhall all 
periſhe miſerably. Whycbe thyng J ſpeake by the pants 

* 


an example, not only to ſuche as wert at it, but alſo generally 
to all men, and ſpccially to thoſe that are Pꝛottſtantes, who 
haue iulliy loſt a parte of theyꝛ libertie whiche they hadde to 
ſerut God openly, and ſo hathe almoſt the whol Reailme, by⸗ 
cauſe they vſed it not to they2pzofyte. Ind thertfoze J muſt 
not reſt ſo muche vppon ſeconde cauſes, noꝛ take vpon me to 


dilcourſe of diners thinges that haue come fo paſſe in thys 


Realme, within one yecre, againſt the intent of our King. 
Foꝛ God who gouerneth all things by bis wonderfull pꝛo⸗ 
nidence, hath guyded and directed the whole in ſuche wile, ac- 


toꝛding as he ſayth in bia woꝛde, that it is be that ſmittth and 


maketh the wound, and it is be that bealeth it againe There. is 
no mote in df tn do but to gott an clues by the things that 
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are _ by amending our lines hereafter. 
I theſe great extremities the chiefe gouernours of the towne 
knewe not what to doe, and to yeelde them lelues into the 
bands of the enimieſeemed vnto them moze cruel than deathe 
it ſelfe : they had ſente meſſengers into dyners places, to craue | 
ayde and ſuccour of their fellowes, but in vayne. They which 
had ſome abilitie to helpe the miſerable beſeeged Sanſerreans, 
therefoze refuſed to ayde them, not that they milliked of they; 
cauſe, ozthought them wozthy of ſo greate miſerics : but by⸗ 
cauſe they wanted money, the whiche in this vnhappy fyme 
was hard to come by. Notwithlandyng, the Kings treaſure 
was ſpent in lenying bands of hoꝛſemt and foteme,to deſtroy 
the remaynderof milerable men. They whiche had a god 
wyll to belpe, were in ſo greate exfremities,that being bzought 
them ſelues info greate perill, were ſcarſe able to withſtande 
their aſſapling enimies. When they ſawe that they? kyꝛſt meſ- 
ſengers could not ſpeede of they? purpoſe, they ſente agayne at 
the laſt(namely the. 24. of July) Monſ. Flore, Mine, and Cru- 
cian, the chiefe Captaynes, to pzoue whether their preſence 
might pzeuayle moze to get help x ſuccozs, than their fellowes 
had done befoꝛe. Theſe Wente out of the Citie with greafe pe⸗ 
rill, c within certayn dais wer taken + ſlaine by their enimies. 
AFT ERnewes herof was brought to þ Sanſerreans, they 
notwithſtanding determined with them ſelues, fo continue 
, conſfant vnto the ende, being till in hope to receyne ſuccours. 
Thus, ants dens —— them ſelues to perſeuerãte with new 
pꝛomiſes, tiding bought them, that the king had taken 
peace with them ol Rochell and Languedoc, but that there was 
no mftis made at al of them:ſo p ther ſeemed to be no hope at 
al of ayd. Therfoze while contentiõs aroſe among h towneſ- 
men, ſome thinking it beſt to perſiſt, other affirming p ſo to do 
was mad wilfulneſſe,and p they bad rather dye once with the 


ſwozde, than to make a long death W famine:Monſ.Ioanneau gy, cu 
the gouernourof the Towne, came at the laſt to parley with rean⸗ _— 


Monſ. Martinenge à noble man, in whome the Sanſerreans re- 
Y Foled great truſt, The fowneſmen _— ſcarlly be * 
(ij. 
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that they ſhould eſcape with lyfe. But when the Loꝛd Chaſtre 
hadat the fpzſt by Monſ.Martinenge, and alt rward by ittters 
perſwaded the Sanſerreans, that cutry one ſhoulde haue they; 
lyues pardoned, then all men were glad hoping toz peace, and

they agreed together vpon theſe Articles. 

FIRST thatthe Sanſerreans,and thoſe which were come 
Into them out of other cities ofthe Realme, ſhoulde be vnder 
the benefyteof the pacificatozie Edi, made the fourth day of 
Juguſt with the Rochellians , that is to ſape, that they ſhoulde 
— the free vſe of the Religion, which others texpꝛeſſed in the 
ſame E dict, had. 

Secondly, that the townelmen ſhoulde be pardoned foz all 
thoſe faults which were committed in the time of this warre, 
with faythfull promiſe made vnto them by the Lozde Chaſtre, 


wat no manner of dilhoneſt violence ſhould be offered to they; 


liues, wiues, and daughters. 

Thirdly, that they ſhoulde bee refozed to the poſſeſſion of 
they; godes:that they ſhoulde bee free from confiſcation, and 
that all ſenfences of confiſcation already pꝛonounced, ſhoulde 
be renoked, 

Fourthly, that the towneſmen choulde pay vnto the Lozde 
Chaſtre fozty thouſand frankes, foz the payment whereof, they 
ſhoulde haue theyz godes pꝛelerued from — ſpoyle of the 
Souldiers, and it choulde be lawfull koꝛ them to carry 02 ſell 
the ſame elſe where at theyꝛ owne pleaſure, the whiche money 
was diſtributed to the Souldiers by the appoyntment of the 
Low Chaſtre. 

— Kyng ould conkyꝛme thys agreemente, by hys 
authozitie. 

Ind laſt of all, that the fowneſmen ſhould pꝛomiſt unto the 
King al obedience euer after. And that they ſhuld giue twelue 
fuch hoſtages as the Chaſtre ſhoulde name, vntill theſe 
things were fully perfourmed and accompliſhed. 

Therefoze the laft day of Auguſt the Lode Chaſtre mire 
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info the cifie, with a greate trayne ol armed men. Ind by 
x by were taken away from the Sanſerreans, their dꝛummts, 
trumpets, and enſignes. Monl. Ianneau within certayne days 
after was ſecretly ſlayne, and neuer knowne how. There was 
placed in the towne a verie great garrizon. And oner and a⸗ 
boue the fozeſayde ſummt of foztie thouſande Frankes, they 
were very ſlraightly charged to pay newe tributes. Ind con⸗ 
cerning the vſe of Religion, the which notwithſtanding was 
pꝛomiled in the firſt article of the agreement, there was ney- 
ther ſpeach noꝛ perfozmance fo this day. _ 
| The king ſent the armies of the Switzers into Daulphine, | 

fo ferrific the inhabitants of Languedoc, and monſ. Monbrune 
that they might receiue the couenant of the prace of Rochel. 
Notwithſtanding, when they had remapned certayne weekes 
in Daulphine, When allo Monbrune had trauelled diligently 

to and fro to withſtande them, and could not rayſe them 

ok Languedoc, in fo much that a great maſſe of mo- 
ney ſhoulde haue bene ſpent to no purpoſe, thoſe 
returned againe info their countrey, which 
were returned from the ſiege of 
Rochel, had eſcaped the 
perils of their 
iourney.

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Commentaries, concerning the Tem-

HE Rochelleans had made a peace with the 
| = King, withoute the knowledge of them of 
Liſmes, and others of Languedoc, although 
4 they alſo were expꝛelly contayned in the co- 
uenants of agreemente. Notwithſtanding 
: — the Edict beyng read did not ſatiſfye them, 
but affyzmed,that the experiments of the fozmer tymes reple- 
niſhed with diuers murders, did pꝛoue, that theſe pacificatozie 
meanes were ſnares, to intercept and intangle thoſe with the 
pꝛetence of peace, whome they coulde not by fozceof Armes, 
t With warre ouercome. Therkoꝛe they thought god fo con- 
lult and participate this matter with their kellowes, and per» 
ceyue if needefull to pꝛouide toꝛ the ſame by a common aſſem⸗ 
bly of the Churches whiche were left. So that after tydings 
was bzought vnto them of the Edict made, they lente into the 
Armie a meſſenger to the Duke of Anjou, fo giue him thanks 
on their behalke, beſeeching him, that foz ſo muche as the cauſe 
in hand was generall, and bycauſe it belonged to many of the 
refozmed Religion to know theſe things in connenienttime, 
that he would giue them leaue to aſſemble them ſelues toge⸗ 
ther in a fit place, and that to the ſame ende he Woulde graunt 
them bis letters patents ko their aſſurance. 
Thele letters patents were d and made, and all 
they ofthe Religion, to whome knowledge might be gyuen, 
were warned to be at Milliaud in Languedoc. Wherevpon 
. there came many from all partes of the Kealme, accozding as 
the tymt would ſuffer them. 
T HIS was a notable occaſion to pꝛouide foz thinges a- 


gaint time to come, Foz in this aſſembly they conſidered and 
ſcanned 
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ſcanned how they might ozder their affapzes afferwarde : and 
ſo pꝛouided fo2 the ſelues both lawes ciuill and alſo martiall. 


In the large pꝛouince of Languedoc there are many pꝛo⸗ 
uinces,the which were repleniſhed with a great number ofthe 
Religious, whiche helde diners cities and Townes in ſundzy 
parts of the ſame;bauing alſo amongſt them the Catholiques, 
in ſomuch that the keeping of thoſe places was very perillous, 
by reaſon that their enimies were ſo mired with them. 

Therefoze to tbe ende their affayzes might euer afterwarde 
be oꝛdꝛed after a moze firme 4 conſtant maner, they appointed 
two generaltits oꝛ Lieftenantſhips fox the territozie of ; Re⸗ 
ligion, in the whiche all the Religious of that pzouince were 
contayned, namely h Liefetenantſhip of Montauban,and the 
Liefetenatſhip of N iſmes. Montauban, fo haue p zm pehemintee 
outr thoſe parts ot᷑ p higher Languedoc, and Nilmes of the lo- 
wer: in p which the territozic of Seuenatz and Viuaretz were 
copꝛehẽded. They apoynted to euery Liefetcnantſhip a Liefe= 
tenant which was ſome famous noble man. Ind they appoin- 

ted þ office of theſe Liefetenantſhips to endure, ſolog as p ci- 
nill war ſhouldhold epther opfly oz ſecretly, that they might 
hanethe chltke authozitie in martiall affayzes: notwithſtan- 
qbtbefubieffto the iudgemente of p 
Senate. Euery coſitrey 02 dioceſſchad his ſenate, accoꝛding to 
the ancient maner of France, and they continut in vle, elpeci- 
ally in tbat part, eut᷑ vnto this day:theſe Senats they call par⸗ 

ticular ſtates: Bat the Lieketenãtſhip, in the which many di⸗ 
oceſſegare tontayntd, is cailed the chiefe oꝛ high Senate, whi- 
che conſiſteth of certayne choice men out ol tuery countrey 02 
ſhyꝛe:notwithſtanding lo, that the ſentences ol enery Senate 
in matter ot grrat waight were examined and ſtraightly o⸗ 
nerloked. It was alſo ozdeyned that by the decree ot that high 
Senate 02 court the Lefetenant ſhuld ruie and gout im thoſe 
affay1es which belonged vnto the warre.Theſt Liefetenants 
had a certayne ſtipend aſſigned vnto them, the whole rule and 
charge of the treaſure belonged to the Senate, the Liekrtenant 


by ff hing nothing do with the ame, ye 
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AND to mayntaint warre, they toke theſe wayes:names- 
ly, that the people might be reſtrapned, ſo muche as might be 
from martial robbing, and that countreys might not be wa⸗ 
ſted and ſpoyled: they tharge the townes and villages by a 
wut out of the kings Excheaker to pay tribute, pea and thoſe 
townes allo in the whiche the Catholikes inhabited, lenying 
ſuche a ſumme as might be ſufficient to mayntaine garrizons 
in them. They call foz a Cotribution. Thus they were gently 
infreated, which payed the commaunded tribute: huſvandzy 
alſo was permitted and mayntained. So that thoſe places in- 
habited by the Catholikes,did obey,foz feare of robbing, ſpoi⸗ 
ling,and burning. Thus they went about to cut off all occa⸗ 


ion ok martiall libertie, ſo much as might be takeu away a⸗ 


mong ſo many outrageous furies of warre : and they pꝛoui⸗ 
ded foz the continuance of longer warre,if ſo be no reaſonable 
and indifferent condition were offered by the king. Further⸗ 
moꝛe, they gathered the tythes and regenues of the prieſtes,and 
appoynted colieffozs foz the ſame. 

Hytherto all occaſion to holde warre, ſeemed after ſo great 
flaughtersof men made, to be taken away from the Religi- 
ons : but this way which they nowe deniſed,bzought to paſſe, 
that they of the Religion were able to mayntaine garrizons 
in diuers places: the which when neede required, being come 
together in one, by the commaundement of the Licktenant, 
woulde haue made a ſufficient armie : by this meanes alſo the 
catholikes power was weakned : Vicount Pauline was made 
Lieffenant of Montauban: and monſ. Sanroman, (of whome 
we ſpake befoze)being come from Switzerland to Niſmes, was 
made Lieftenant of the ſame, after he had taken bis othe. The

Thele things being thus pꝛoulded to eſfabliſh a cerfaine 
oꝛder, the men of Languedoc alſo determined in this conuo⸗ 
cation, to require certaine things of the king fox the confir- 
mation of peace: foz the fozmer Editt did not ſatiſfie them, 
as we ſalde befoze, neither did the name of peace ſo moue 
them by and by, that without conſideration and reſpeit all

bedienceand inclination : and befoze hee had pꝛocteded to 
the executiũ of tigour, taken god 4 ful infomation of their 
complaintes:and chiefly touching the bzinging in of theſe 


newe Biſhops and Inquiſitozs, contrarping God and all 


rightes, and that vppon god and frue repoꝛt therof made 
to your Maieltie , redzelle and remedie might haue bene 


But nowe cleane confrarywiſe , lo ſone as be was re⸗ 
ceyned and was in polleſſion of the fozce and rule of the 
Cotutrey,hath without keping of any oꝛder of * ot 
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hauing regarde to the landrightes and pꝛiuileges whernn= 
fo your Paitſlit is Wo:ne: nat onely put to wy, 
chaſed away the moſt part of the Loꝛds and gonernours o 
theſe countrits, by your Maieſtie eletted and placed, but al⸗ 
Jo generally declared all the pꝛiulleges and liberties to bet 
koꝛtaited, and the Countrie to be vled as a countrie newly 
conqueſted by fozce of armes, to the vie ot him and his al⸗ 
ſoctates, and ſo conſequently freely to dtale with the liues 
and gods ot your ſubiectes, as their luſtes and appetites 
ſhall require. 0 ius gn 
And ik poſſibly: might be layde befoze your Maieſties 
eyes the exceſſiue: face and not heard off cruelties which 
here haue bin vled ſinet the beginning of his goutene ment, 
by lpopling. tobbing, chaling away, and deſolating: by ap⸗ 
pꝛebending, taking, banichment, and conſiſtating of gods, 
yea by burning. hanging, heading. backing,racking, « moſt 
hozrible and not befoze heard off tozmentes and murthe⸗ 
rings ok the Subieits of your Maieſtie, alwell Noble as 
innoble. pont as rich. yong as old, widowes andozphanes, - 
men, women, and yong maidens, ok what ſtate, qualitie, 


oꝛ condition ſoeuer they were: we doubt not but that your 


Maieſtie would be amazed to heare the rehearlall thereof: 
yea and woulde be greeued at the lame, that under eur 
name ſuch vnnaturall crueltie and tyzannie ſhould. be vſed- 
as neither Phalaris, ere; Pharao, ij erode, Os any othet Ntea- 
then Tyꝛant could haut inuented the like, as now is bird 
towardes your faithfull ſubieffs , which with their liues 4 
gods haue alwayes laboured to krepe the Crown on pour 
Maieſties head, againſt al your enim ies 
And that your Mateſtie would alla haue 8988 
of lo many innocent intants chaſed away out of their na- 
tiue Country into ſtraunge lands: ſo mayy pcoze widowes 
and oꝛphants, and allo vppon the lamentable cry of the 
whole Countrie whiche nowe are ſuppreſſed by this moſte 
LE 
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- Fox there is none whiche contdvefenve oꝛ pꝛelerue his 


gods krom their auarice, theit wines oꝛ daughters from 
r filthy luſtes, oꝛ their Itues krom their bloudthirllinelle. 
Mo bilitie, Riches, manhood, oꝛ god ſeruice done in times 
paſt, coulde nothing pzeuaile, ik once he was entred into 
hatred ol them. Ind without taking regard to the Ju⸗ 
dildickions oz oꝛdinarie courſes of the countrie , hath ſtop⸗ 
ned the Juriſdifions of all Juſtices , either in ciuil 01 cri- 
minal caules which in any wiſe coacerne the confifcations 
p2onounced in his bloudy Counſel, in ſuch ſozte as neither 
fpirikuall oz tempoꝛall perſones , widowes oz ozphanes, 
hoſpitals , Spittels,Lazarous houſes , oz other whiche 
had gov and deuable revenues , amongſt that confiſcated 
gods, coulde get any payment oz ſatiſfaifion .' But the 
Duke of Albahath gotten all into his hands, without any 
minde todiſcharge any the pzemiſles, notwithſtanding the 
dluers and earneſt ſolicitations and requeſtes to him made 
in that behalke by the ſtates ofthe Countries, delaying the 
pot agreeued ſubieffes with dilatozic and vnfounded a- 
poſtillations, the one alwayes contrarying the other, and 
without lending oner the matters to the pzouincial Coun» 
n intent to make the deſpairt 
ok any ſatiſfation to be made by the tourte, where by pz0- 
tes they haut bin ſummoned to their extelliue charge, and 
s ppon ſummes ol (mall value haue bene fo:ced to grea- 
tet charges than the pzincipall hath amounted vnto, not 
. Cuffering any lawful tranſpoꝛt to be made of any one debte 
ko: the other. To conſider what number of honeſt wo⸗ 
men and yong maydens they haue with fozce and violence 
rauiched, aud that the one after the other: yea miſuſed 
ſome euen to the death. Howe olten daue they tompelled 
the hulband to temaine with the wife, and the father with 
the daughter, to fozce them with their eyes to beholde their 
moſt vilanous fllthineſſe, and made them as inſtrumentes 
to the accompliſhing ok their luxurious W 
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vnnatural and braſliy faſhions, that wee are in a manner 
abaſhed and aſtonied to declare the ſame; ta your Maieſty. 
Howe often hath it bappened;that the huſbande ſecking to 
defende his wife oz daughter of their rauiſh ment, that they 
haue altogither as furious currts, run out of the houſe to⸗ 
gither crying Sn, Spania, murthering a number of the 
poꝛe commons. How in ny women gret with childe haue 
they ript vp the bellies of, and: martha the kruite in thelt 
Wombes. 


Haue they not ffeyed and pulled off the ſkinne of ſome 


men being aliue,and headded their dzummes with the ſame 
ſkin?others haut they not toſted with (mal fires,nipped thẽ 
withred burning tongs enen fo the death, and conſequent= 
ly murthered a number, and made them dye a hundzeth 
deathes 9 How many women haue they chaſed from their 
huſbands, and childzen from their parentts:yta what is 
there vnder the heauens ſo honeſt oz holy which they haue 
not defiled and troden vnder fote?Uerily amongeſt all o⸗ 


ther Nations,yea amongſt the cruel leſt. the burying of the 


dead, bath alwayes bin permitted and reuerenced. 
But this Tirant in the deſpyte of God and nature, is 
ſo obſtinate and peruerſe, that hee hath cauſed'to be taken 
but ok the graue the carcaſſes of the dead, and conueied vn⸗ 
der the gallowes , vnder pꝛetence that ſome of them dying 


without ſhzifte ,© others without houſeling, had fozfaited 


their gods, which he tone as confiſcated; What is there a⸗ 

men moze holy and honeſt, than is the ſkate of Ma⸗ 
trimonie being the only and true foundation of all mutu⸗ 
al loue t frendſhip. the oꝛiginal of the loue,bond ofpeace,# 


the direct way of al dealings amongſt men: wherofithis 


Typꝛant maketh' ſo little actompte, that hee ſenereth the

men from their wiues, and the wiues from their huſbands, 
being ioyned togither in the congregation befoze God and 
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tence that they were iopned fogither in the way of hereſle : 
but to ſay truth, it is onely in ſpoyling manner, to matche 
the beautifull and riche Watrons with his Souldiers and 


ruffians, and finally by his crueltie burlt in ſundet the oꝛi⸗ 
ginall bande tending to the intertayning of all mutuall 
loue:murthering and killing the women which in time of 
ertremitie had — their hulbands, and the childzen foꝛ 
ſuccozing the netellitie of their parents, yta thole which had 
only with a letter comfozted any of them. Ind to the ende 
that nothing chould by him be left vndefiled, hath he troden 
in moſt deſpitefull manner vnder fote the moli holy Sa- 
crament of Saptiſme, whereby we are incozpozated in the 
body of Jeſus Chziſt and communionof God his Church, 
willing and commaunding that thoſe childꝛen which were 
_ Chiiſtened openly and lawfully actoꝛding to the — 
on of Jeſus Cynſt, in the name of tbe Father, Sonnt, an 
holy Ghoſt, hould once agayne be baptiſed, vnder — 
that they were Chailtened as Heretiques, and repugnant 
contrary to all godly and natural rightes R inan of 
the Church, and decrees of Counceis. 
Furthermoze it needeth not to rehearſe to your Waitlty, 
the gretuous txactions innented by him, one after another, 
and without meaſurevoth vꝛge of the pwze commons, as 
the hundꝛethes, twenties, yta the tenth penie, of all gades, 
niouables and immouables, ot all godes bought and ſolde, 
demaunding, yea and vꝛging by execution contrary to the 
aduite and counſel] of all eſtates in theſe countries, not of 
the cleare gaines of the ſame, but the tenth,and twentie pe- 
nie ok the capitall ſumme of all ales. Mhereby not only all 
trades and traſticques, are abandoned out of: the land, but 
like wile the lub iects of the ſame depꝛiued fram the getting 
of the lluing ol them, their wiuts, and childꝛen. And not- 
withſtanding that the ſtates, haue at ſund2y times dont 
their endruour largely to infourme the ſaid Duke of þ in⸗ 


conueniences which might follow vpo the ſaid demaund 2 
Tr and

and requeſted that he would in their behalfe aduertiſe your 
Maieſtie thereof : woulde not hearken to them but ſhaked 


them off without any comfozt : although he was by inter⸗ 
ceſſion of the counlell and eſtates of the lande therevnto 
moſt earneſtly inſtanced, and ſo thereby cauſed the decay of 


al marchandile, compclled the inhabitants thzough miſery 


to flee away into other countries. Ind yet it is apparant, 


p when any neceſſitie is towards foz -paymit of the ſoul⸗ 


diers,no money is fo be had, in ſuch ſozt that the Spaniſhe 


ſouldiers are at afterdele in their payment. rxviij.moneths 


and the Dutch moſt of them conſtrayned to goe a begging 


from doꝛe to doꝛe:ot whiche ſome haue by famine and mi⸗ 


ſerie periſhed. Notwithſtanding the great ſummes which 
the ſlates haue leuicd r paid to the paying ok the (aid ſoul⸗ 

diers, and pet neuerthcleſſe haue his garniſons conſumed 
and eaten out the moſt part of p townes and ſuppzeſſed y 
ſame with þ $er«/#:0, which they haue bin fozced to miniſter 
to the ſaid Spaniſh ſouldiers, and thoſe which haue gyuen 
molt money,as well to him, as to Ben Frederico, 02 any of 
theirs, haue bin the firſt that were diſcharged of the ſayde 
bondage of geruitio. With whiche garriſons he hath moſt 
vered p townes ſituated within the hart of the-countrie 2 
leauing the boꝛders and other places of impoztace without 


any gariſon, wherby in ſome places, things are come to al⸗ 


teration: beſides that by reaſon of lacke of pay, his Spanifl} 
ſoldiers are allen into a moſt licentious and vnſpeakeable 


onder of like, thzeatning, beating, robbing,ſpoyling,t by all 


maner of cruell traitions vſing your ſubieifs : whereby is 


manikeſt, that vnder pꝛetence of your Maieſtits name and 


religio,he ſetteth nothing but to fyll his greedy and bloud⸗ 
thirſty appetite, being to the contrary, moſt notoꝛious that 
be hath ſolitle regard to the ſeruice of your Paiclty, as to 
the maintenãce of the comms weale of the low countries, 
which he ſuffereth vtterly to periſh and gor to ruine. 


But what nedeth it w woꝛds to expeſſe this, as if he had 
not 
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not ſuficixtly manifeſted wherunto his pzoceedings haut 
tended,ſhewing it being blinoed with ais moſt vnlatiable 
p:eſunpteouſneſſe, and deſire of vain: glozy:as in a token 
of a 7ropheum, 02 ligne of viitozic in his notozious pzocee- 
dings as befoze rehearſed hath cauſed to be ereited within 
the caſtel of A ndwerpe,g bzaſen Image ſtanding vpon the 
nobilitie and ſtates of the countrye. Wee leaue nowe 
vnrehearſed what his meaning was thereby, but when, 02 
where, hath it bene ſeege that any Tirant in his life time 
hath caufed any ſuch Imageto be ergifcd. Mee find that 
the Romaine Emperours & Kings, which in a maner had 
bought the whole wozlve underktheir ſubieifion , hane 
ſometimes cauſed to be ercifed Images of bzaſſe & ſtone: 
as at this pzeſft the Popes of Ame, Who pꝛetend to be gods 
vicar, pet it is done by oꝛdinaunce and conſent jof the coũ⸗ 
ſell and commons, 02 at the leaſt by their aduſſe and ſuffe- - 
raunce:but that they in their life time haue done fuch, is 
not to be found by any examples oꝛ Cronicles, conſtdering 
it to be a maxifeſt token of madde arrogancit and inſup- 

poztable pid. At finde onely that NabuchodonoJar » who 

cauſed himſelfe to be honoured as a God, ſet bp the like A- 
mage, commaunding all men to kneele and bowe vnto 
the lame: yet durſt hee not do it but by conſent of the chieke 
and nobles of his countrie. . ; 

But this Tirant doth alwel in his pzeſumyteous arro- 
gantie as inexecrable tirannie ſurpaſſe all other tiraunts: 
who as though ht woulde not onely aduaunce himſelke to 
the rome of theking, but likewifr in God his place : hathe 
without the aduiſe , counſell , oz oꝛdinaunce ofany, in his 
life time ereited this pꝛoud Image, to the defacing andem⸗ 
par ing of your Maieſties dignity,ſhewing therby bis fozce 
and tyꝛanny wherewith he hath ſubdued and bꝛought vn⸗ 
der kote theſe countries. i 

And in like manner he hath not bene akraide, following 
the example ok the tirant Herope:_ to place himlelke vppon 

e the 
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the market placeof Eu derpe, in your Wairllies ſfole and 
cloth of eſtate : which neucrhad bin touched by any Lick= 


tenant befoze, ſitting there repzeſenting the abſence of your 
as an Idol, and vnder pzetence of publithing of a 


pardon- which neuer Dueene, Duke, o Gouernours 
ma e done the like: ten⸗ 


ding to the manifeſt diſeſtimation and abaſing of your 
Maieſties honour and dignitie. 

Theſe pzoceedings , moſt ſoueraigne king are become ſo 
apparant and euident vnto all the wozlde, that all ſtraunge 
nations, and Potentates, haue a terrour and execration 
therat, inſomuch as tuen the Duke of Alla his ſouldiours, 
and ſeruantes, doe pꝛoteſt and ſap, that they can not eſteeme 
ſuch koꝛ god, much leſſe that the ſeruice of your Maieltie, | 
and welfare of the countrie, ſhould therin conſift. 
Belldes, that we can not thinke that your Waieſfie be- 

ing therof ſufficiently and truely inkourmed, would permit 
ſuch fozces and violences , fozit was neuer heard that any 
King oz Potentate , hath ſo vamercifully dealt with his 
ſubieifs. Pour Paielties auncetours of moſt famous me⸗ 
moꝛie, haut in moſt milde and Gentle maner behaued them 
ſelues towardes their ſubieites,that they haue therof giuen 
a moſt laudable example not onlyto their ſucceſours , but 
alſo to other Chziſtian Pꝛinces, Dukes , and rulers, that 
when ſo euer-any diſlention was riſen betweene the fub- 
ieifs and Magiſtrates, by reaſon of miſgouernement, and 
taken armes inhande: and being againe bzought vnder o⸗ 
bedience by their Lozdes and tulers, were neuer moleſted 
with theſe examples of crueltie, but by exp2eſſe capitulation 
from wozd to wozd , confirmed all their pꝛiuileges and li⸗ 
berties amd the ſame to eniop their full effeff. 
So as wee ſhoulde greatly wzong your Maieſtie, ik wee 
ſhould perlwade our ſelues that your Maieſtie were ſo far 
diuerted from the example of your pzedeceſſours,and from 


the duttt vt il other Chiiltian Princes any Potentakes 
|: | 
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that in ſtead of miniſtring right and Jul le to your obedi⸗ 
ent lubleſts, and giuing audience to their moſt pitiful com⸗ 
plaintes, ould lende ſuch a tirant in ſuch ſozt cructtie ta 
murther ae the country, and burthening pour 
ſubicifs tb moſt intollerable layery, ſeruitude,4 thzaldom. 

Ind nowe the ſaide Duke preſenting vnto bs his kay⸗ 
ned pardons, vnder the name of your Maleſtie, koꝛ our re⸗ 
bellions and miſoemeanonrs(as he termeth them) we could 
not accept the ſame without depr uing of pour Maieſtics 
dignitie. 

Knowing wel, that pour Paiellie will not,befoze ha- 
ning heard the inſtneſſe of our tau ſe,condemne vs ok rebel- 
lion. Where is there any that iuſtly haue inkoꝛmed pour 
Paieſtle of our dealings, oz when did euer pour Paieſtit 
giut eare vnto any,but ſuch as were our manifeſt enimies? 
Keaſon requireth both partes to be hearde, ſbefoze ſentence 


Could be pzonounced . Ind therefoze in the Cronicles of .. 


Alexander the great, is murh comended: who whenſoeuer 
be heard any parties, leaned] with his head vpon his ſhoul- 
ders with one of his cares cloſed, and beingaſked why he ſo 
did, anlwered that the latter party ought as wel haue audi⸗ 
ence as the firſt, which oꝛder hath alwayes bin had in eſti⸗ 
mation of all nations, as being confozmable to all natural 
rightes. So as no offendour, what greenous crimes ſoruer 
he bad committed, fhal be iudged oꝛ condemned, but that 
he ſhal firſt anfwere vnto ſuch accuſations as are alleged as 
gainſt him. 

. Now moſt mercifult and loutraigne Lozd and King, 
we do moſt humbly pꝛoſtrate our ſelues vnder the fote of 
your Waieſtie,molt hartely requeſting the ame,þ it would 
pleaſe your Grace fo bend towards vs one rare, & (as in a 
ballaunce) equally to wey our eſtates. Pour Waielty bath 
by poſtes letters ⁊ other meanes, bin inkoꝛmed ot this preſet 
eſlafe,+ our mouthes haue bin cle ſed vp. out tongues pears 


led with red burning Irons, and our lippes ſeared vp —

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burning tongs,becauſe we ſhuld not gine our neceſfitie to 
vnderſtand. The wales haue as yet bin taken ktom vs, fo 

at our lamentable cries could neuer come vnto, oꝛ pearce 
e eares of your maicſtie. OT: 

ow then can your Maieſtie condemne. vs of rebellion 
(which alwais we haut had in hatred)bitault that þ Duke 
of Alla, doth ſeeke to bzing vs vnder his ſubicfion with 
his letters ot᷑ pardon, e we nothing eſteeming of the ſame: 
which he perceiuing,and that with fozce he can not (by god 
his pꝛauidence)pꝛeuaple, we cannot therfoze accept his (aid 
letters, as being direif to vs who neuer frayed from your 
obedience, except it were that we wold take 4 acknowledge 
the Duke of Alba foz our king:koꝛ him onely haue we rex 
filted and not your Maieſty, whom we with life and gods 
(ſo long as it (hall pleaſe God to permit vs the ſame) will 
faithfully ſerue and obey. Ind therfoze his pardon doth no- 
thing tonch vs, which tendeth onely to the Townes which 
haue bin ſeduced from the Kings obedience. But we markt 
his intent, knowing that cither he would be king himlelfe, 
oz elſe that we by enticement ot his ſubtile pardons ſhoulde 
condemne our ſelues . Foz we receiuing pardon, muſte ac⸗

dons, we ſhould by our ſubſiguations & ſcales confirme the 
ſame,to the intent that he hereafter might therby defend e 
excuſe himſelfe of tyzannie,befoze your Waieſtie and al o- 
ther chꝛiſtian Pꝛintes and Potentatts, ſaying,fhat ifwee 
had not found our ſeluts culpable in theſe greeuous offen- 
"ces fo2 which we were puniſhed and toꝛmented, we would 
neut haue rectiued any temiſſe oz paxdon. 

herein wee take God, the ſearcher and knower ok all 


hartes, and pour Maieſtie to witneſle, that if wee haut

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tommitted any ſuch offences,asby the ſaid pardon are layd 
to our charge, that we do altogither refaſe all pardon, but 


deſire a 1 molt wickedſt and vileſt creatures on earth to 
make ſa n fo: our offences with our bloud, and doe 
notrefuſe, O of mercifull King, one after another, to 


futter moſt txtretme tozments if it niaybefound that wee 
baue offended in ſuch oꝛder as is pꝛelumed. 

And do requeſt the Duke of Aba, (it any petition will 
take place with him) that all ſuch as come to him foz pardo, 
acknowledging the pꝛetended offence , that hee wythout 
ſewing of mercy, doe entreate them in ſuch ſozte as their 
offences.( accozding to right haue) deſerued, commending 
him therin in giuing oz maintapning any faith 02 credit 
with him as one {5 vnkaithkul to god & his king, as hath not 
bin abaſhed ſo greatly to abuſe t contemne their maieſtics. 

But what is it, it hall not be found that ener we haue 
thought any ſuch matter, much leſſe in effect hewed þ ſame. 
We haue alwayes bin faithful e ſeruiſable to our Ring x 
ſought to ſerue God, the father of our Lozd Jeſus 'Chyiſt 
in ſpirite and truth, accoꝛding to his woꝛd and commann- 
dement, fo karre as our feeble nature would permit, euen to 
the laſt dꝛoppe ok our bloud. 

But conſidering that the Duke of lle inſtead of exe- 
cuting equitie and Juſtice, and hearing of their complain⸗ 
tes and greefes,and perſecuting of your Maieſties pzomi- 
ſes, hath contrary to all right and reaſon, 4 our rightes.and 
pꝛiuileges, ſuppꝛeſled vs with moſt cruel tyzannie,veſtroy- 
ed our Col „ and vled vs moze ſeuerely, than euer 
Jewes oꝛ Turkts haue don againſt their vaquiſhed ene⸗ 
mies. And in the meane ſpace hath hee accuſed vs to pour 
Maieſtie, and all other chziſtian Potentates with falſe accu- 
ſations of rebellion and hereſte * and we neuer could come 
to our anſwere, oz receine any comfozt in the vujuerſall 
wozld, So as by netellitie we haue bin fozced to take the 


armes in hand, e by all meanes poſſible ſought to defenve 
our

Therefoze, ſecing our death may be a pleaſure to other, 
we choſe rather to dye an honozable death inthe behalfe of 
the liberties and common Wweale of our Countrey, than to 
fail into ſuch ſeruitude, and become foteſtoles vnto moſte 
arrogant aliants, who alwayes haut hated vs. Foꝛ at the 
leaſt we ſhall therby leaue fo our ſuctoꝛs ſuch a god fame, 


es, that 
is to ſay, whether the Duke of Alla with his complices 
Gall according to bis ſelle will be a Loꝛd and — 
oꝛ that we to the beho ke of pour Maieſtie, O molt Soue⸗ 

rayne Ring, chall defend it from him, We knowe that the 
limites of our liues are ſet , and ſhall he pardon of 
the Duke of Alle ſurpaſſe the ſame.

Don Frederico aſſured the ſouldiours of their lines, © there. 
vnto certaine Lozdes as pledges they bounde themſelues: 
and yet hath he enen to the young pages: cauſed them tobe 
murthered one with another , and their naked carkaſſes to 
the ſcandale of all women, and virgins,left lying vpon the 
ſcaffold a day and a night. Ind ſuch as had conſented to the 
delinery of the towne , e were entted into his ſeruice, hath 
he cauſed to q caried to the Galies , and vpon the Fuycke 
defoze B rien When he had pomiled the ſouldiours their 
lines,ſuffred them ts — — — b be has 
aſſured them of their lines, and not of meate and dzink.
